WOODSTOCK, Vt., Nov. 13.— 
‘Charging “wilful desertion,” 
‘Newspaper Columnist Dorothy 
Thompson’ has filed suit for di- 
vorce from Sinclair Lewis, novel- 
ist and playwright. 

Miss Thompson, whose legal 
residence is at Twin Farms in 
Barnard, nine miles north of here, 
filed the suit yesterday in Windsor 
county court. The petition was 
served on Lewis in New York and 
is returnable at the December 
court session. 

The columnist asked custody of 
their child, Michael Lewis, a stu- 
dent in the Riverside School on 
the Hudson. She said in her peti- 
tion that Lewis, a former Nobel 
prize winner, deserted her in 1936. 
They were married in London in 
1928. 

Both had been married before. 
Her marriage to Joseph Bard ter- 
minated in divorce in Budapest in 
1928 and Lewis’ to Grace Hegger 
ended with a Reno divorce in 1926.

Three major types of guns are ex- 
| pected to be used in arming Amer- 
'lcan merchant ships. 

Secretary of Navy Knox has said 
that, depending on their size, some 
ships will be given five-inch guns, 
others four-inch, and still others 
three-inchers.

-meet this cost of national safety. 
Writes Mr. Linebaugh: “The railroad broth=#4 


ers will, as always, be the first, and the last, 


-to give their very all to this nation and its 


democratic way of life, during, and until the 
hour of peril passes. ... They will not fail this 


-nation now in its fight for freedom.” 


Brave words, but meaningless, under the 


- present situation. Those words mean nothing, 


when the brotherhoods are willing to wreck 
the defense effort unless someone else pays 


“their taxes for them. They will “give their very

When the congress passed the new income 
tax laws, many thousands of citizens who have 
not, in the past, earned sufficient incomes to 
be taxed, were brought into the tax-paying 
brackets by lowering of exemptions.

This was done for two purposes. First, to

that, while the rest of the nation is cheerfully 
sharing the cost of defense, the brotherhood 
members have refused to contribute their share 
but have, instead, passed: the burden to the 
railroads and to the general public which will 
have to pay for the higher wages through 
higher freight rates and increased passenger 
fares. 

Mr. Linebaugh quotes an editorial which ap- 
peared in The Constitution of last Sunday, and 
asserts it is an accusation, against the brother- 
hoods, of treason. Well, when a large group of 
workers plan to cripple the nation’s defense 
effort, at such a time as this, unless they can 
force others to pay their taxes for them, how 
far short of treason is it? It is, at least, using 
a dire emergency to force unreasonable finan- 
cial privilege in their own: benefit.

The Farmers Do Well 


That the American farmer has made much 
progress in more efficient methods of agricul- 
ture is seen in the statement of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard that 1941 will go down as 
the year of greatest agricultural produc- 
tion in the history of the United States. That 
Strong statement becomes stronger when the 
fact is considered the record was made with 
the farm labor supply at the lowest point in 23 
years. The figures are 64 per cent of normal 
and 25 per cent below last year. 

This means, then, that the increased wage 
rates must have been earned, for farm wage 
rates October 1 stood at 165 per cent of the 
1910-1914 (the parity period) average. In this 
connection it is also well to note that wage 
rates advanced 36 points over a year ago, and 
are still rising due mainly to the fact that 
defense industries, with their higher wages, 
are enticing more and more young men from 
the farms of the nation. 

A look at the pay rates is also interesting, 
for they varied widely with geographic 
divisions. The highest daily pay without board 
was registered in the Pacific states, with $3.73, 
while the east south central section of the 
country was lowest with $1.02 for the daily pay 
without board. 

But far and away the most significant 
factor is that farmers are doing a better and 
more efficient production job. That, after all, 
is what counts in these days when the prime 
objective is “beat Hitler.”

A DROP IN THE BUCKET. 
(From the Athens Banner-Herald.) 


German repudiation of promises and obliga- 
tions has swept across the world in a flood in the 
past 10 years. Any little drop added to that flood 
here and there is a small matter, but it is inter- 
esting to note the latest. 


Just as the German armies were battering at 
the gates of Moscow, the German government 
stopped paying coupons on the Dawes and Young 
plan notes, payments which it had kept up even 
through the first two years of this war. These 
loans had only remote connection with the war 
debts of World War I. They were advances made 
to the Weimar Republic at a time when the 
United States had a genuine sympathy with the 
struggles of the German people in the post-war 
world, and wanted to help them keep their gov- 
ernment afloat. 


This repudiation was inevitable, and it is more 
than likely that partial payments were kept up in 
recent years simply to maintain a market for the 
securities and profit thereby. Nobody is sur- 
prised by the German announcement of “inability 
to pay” nor at the time chosen to make the 
announcement.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
HESS’ REVELATIONS WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.— Prime 


Minister Churchill's revelation that 
Rudolph Hess, No. 3 Nazi leader now a prisoner in England, had 
supplied information that Hitler relied more on starvation than 
actual invasion to defeat the British, confirms a feeling many of 
our military authorities have had on the subject from the start. 

Much has been written about the failure of Hitler to follow up 
his advantage after the fall of France by ordering an immediate 
invasion of England. Various abstract strategists have sought to 
make it appear that it was his first big mistake of the war. In 
support of the theme, they have pointed out that the British were 
weaker then than they have ever been since, that most of their 
army equipment had been sacrificed in the evacuation from Dun- 
kirk, that little serious thought had been given up to then to the 
possibility of invasion, and consequently home defenses were in- 
adequately prepared. 

Finally, it was argued in exaggeration of Hitler’s error, that 
British morale was at its lowest ebb following the fall of France 
and that his chances for success were greater then than they will 
ever be again. 


GOOD SURFACE CASE As thus strung together it makes a 


good case on the surface. It is 
strengthened somewhat by the revelation, made some months later, 
that the British themselves felt they were so ill-prepared to resist 
an invasion that they made an urgent appeal to President Roose- 
velt for obsolete equipment which we had left over in large quanti- 
ties from the last World War. In response to the appeal, we did, 
quietly and expeditiously, send them more than a million of our 
old rifles, plus the necessary ammunition and a large consignment 
of French ‘75 field pieces. 

All of this may be true, but competent military experts, many 
of whom doubt that Hitler ever entertained any serious thought 
of a full-fledged land invasion, have long pointed out that there 
was a more practical side of the problem which offered little en- 
If the British were 

eaker after Dunkirk than they have been since, the Germans also 
were even less prepared to launch an attack across the channel. 
They had neither the barges nor the complete air mastery necessary 
to overcome the resistance of British naval and air power. 


EXPECTED PEACE OFFER The more tenable 


view accepted by most foreign 
observers and now reported to be confirmed by information given 
the British by Hess—is that Hitler did not think an invasion of 
England would be necessary, and it never figured definitely in 
his plans. All of the circumstances point to the belief that, after 
France fell, he was convinced the British government, then finding 
itself standing alone, would make overtures for peace, 
He is reported to have sat back confidently and patiently waited 


| for these overtures for a period of six or eight weeks before reach- 


ing the conclusion they would not be forthcoming. Shirer in his 
' “Berlin Diary”. makes this observation, among others. 

Jt was not until after Hitler became finally convinced the British 
had no thought of giving up that the real concentrated air attacks 
on the island were ordered. Aside from softening of morale, the 
primary purpose of the air attacks is supposed to have been aimed 
at the destruction of the British air force as a preliminary step to 
invasion. Large fleets of German bombers were sent over not 
only to blast English cities, but also to draw RAF fighting planes 
into the air so that they might be destroyed by superior fighter 
forces accompanying the bombers. 


OUTSMARTED GERMANS The British, sensing the strategy 


of the Nazi move, outsmarted the 
Germans by allowing only a limited number of their fighter planes 
to engage the enemy, and then with strict instructions to con- 
centrate on the bombers. 

But even had the German strategy succeeded in knocking out 
a large part of the RAF, the view of military authorities holds that 
Hitler still would not have undertaken an invasion. The odds 
against him were simply too great. It has been estimated by com- 
petent persons that, for every soldier he would be able to land on 
the British Isles, he would lose three in the effort. Some military 
observers put the ratio even higher, 

This means that he would have to sacrifice an army of nearly 
2,000,000 men in order to lay down an invading forte of 600,000, 
the very minimum that would be suitable for such an ambitious 
enterprise. And, as the experts hasten to point out, the real fight- 
ing would then just be beginning. Getting the 600,000 men there 
would be merely the initial move—like making the first install-

ONE WORD MORE

NOT THE ARMY, PLEASE 


We are, of course, excited. We 
are in a war, being moved toe 
ward a declaration of war.by events beyond our control, 

We have counted our dead, killed by enemy action, 

We are excited and concerned about strikes and stoppage of 
work in defense industries. 

All this has led a number of responsible persons to say, heated- 
ly and with conviction, that the government should put the Army 
in control of all plants and carry on the work under bayonet control. 

The answer to that is, if we will but think, that is the very last 
thing we must try. A person who demands that has not thought 
it out, 

The interests of this country demand that strikes stop. 

But we must stop them without making this a military gov- 
ernment. 

The pattern is too clear. 

We can see by the pattern that if we do that we won’t get back 
to our beginnigs. Then, indeed, would there be no more elections 
or any necessity for them. There would be every reason not to 
have another election. 

We are going into this war to retain our way of life and our 
form of government. Our form of government is not a military 
government. v3 

We are going into this war to defeat a form of government 
which makes one man a dictator, with actual lives of the people at 
his mercy; with the police forces, the courts, the judges working 
at his direction. 

He got that power because the people were willing for him to 
have it—for an emergency. He kept it. 


IT WOULD BE EASY _ Putting the Army in charge would be 


easy. I do not think labor realizes 
that it has stubbornly gone ahead making labor haters of the Army. 

The soldiers would be delighted to take charge of the men who 
have been striking for almost as much a day as the net amount the 
soldier receives per month. (The soldier never receives the full $21.) 

It is such an easy solution that angry men and women too often 
accept it as the easiest way. 

We must find some other way. 

I have been trying to ascertain what it is that labor wants. 
And why? 

Labor argues that in most trades the closed shop is not an issue 
and has not been for a quarter of a century or more. It has been 
accepted. They argue, in the case of the mines, that there are 
about 600,000 miners working under closed shop agreements and 
that the opposition to the closed shop agreement for the 53,000 
miners in the steel company mines is the crack in the union door 
which the companies want to use to destroy the steel company 
unions. They argue further that there is ample evidence on the 
part of some men and organizations to use the war and national 
defense to crush unions. Therefore, they say, they wish to com- 
plete organization so that it will not be easy, when the war is done 
or when the emergency is more acute, to destroy their organizations. 
They argue that there can be no political democracy until there 
is economic democracy. 

This is, I think, about the gist of the union argument. 

Their great error, as I see it, is that they fail utterly to see 
what is happening. They appear, unwittingly, to be hurrying on 
the force which really will destroy them. And they need not think 
it cannot be destroyed. A very strong union organization, older 
than the one in this country, and wiser, was destroyed in Germany. 


THE GREAT EGOTIST The closed shop is not a popular 


issue. There are millions of per- 
sons among America’s almost 140 millions of people who do not 
think it is American to make a man join a union for the right to 
work. They outnumber the estimated 60 million union men, their 
wives and children. 

The Gallup poll recently showed that 77 per cent of the voters 
were opposed to it and that the opposition trend was upward. 

John L. Lewis is the issue more than is the closed shop. 

Those who admire him, and there are plenty in his organization 
who are loyal to him, wijl admit privately that he is a great egotist 
but will insist he is not selfishly trying to further his own ambitions. 

The evidence does not add up to that. 

It was Lewis who madé the issue a national one. 

It is Lewis who has been a bitter opponent of the President and 
of his foreign policy. 

It has been Lewis who has relentlessly opposed that policy. 

All this plus his blind hatred of those on the other side and of 
those in his own group who will not follow him, has so blinded him 
to public opinion that he is willing to close down the mines and 
hamper or halt production of steel to have his way. 

He sees in the nation’s crisis a chance to obtain more power 
for himself. 

All this does not add up to this country, pledged to saving the 
democratic way of life and form of government, so losing its head 
and becoming angry enough to putting in a military government. 

You really don’t want the soldiers to take over the nation. 

That is to argue we should adopt what we are fighting to destroy.

Dear Big Shots: 

This is a letter from the little people back in the country—the 
nameless little people who do the fighting and dying and taxpaying, 
but seldom appear in the headlines. 

It may seem an impudence for the likes of us to make suggestions, 
but you have us worried and we feel that something ought to be 
done. 

We are writing to ask if you can’t somehow manage to keep your 
mouths shut. 

We understand your natural anxiety to stand in well with the 
press. And we realize how pleasant it is to have your names in 
tHe paper. Makes you feel big. That is your reward for being nice 
to the reporters. They must get all available news to keep sheir 
jobs, and when you give them a good story without any strings 
attached, thus relieving them of responsibility for its publication, 
they usually show their gratitude. Of course they aren’t supposed 
to editorialize in news stories, but they know how to toss rosebuds 
or brickbats between the lines, and it is very effective. 

We understand all of that, but still we beg you to overcome your 
natural inclination for the duration of the emergency and keep your 
tongues still. 

We don’t mean that you should keep us in the dark. Heaven 
knows there has been too much of that. We have been treated like 
children who are too young and innocent to be burdened with 
family troubles. This accounts in some measure for the failure of 
defense efforts. If people had been told the plain truth, and made 
to understand our dreadful peril, they would have demanded greater 
action and we would now have more than 72 modern antiaircraft 
guns and more than 95 freighters to show for our ten billion dollars, 

What worries us is your practice of giving away military secrets. 
Every time our government plans to do anything like occupying 
Iceland or sending goods to Russia by a new route or establishing a 
base in the Galapagos Islands off the coast of Ecuador, one of you 
spills the beans and gives the news to Hitler by the time we get it. 

We know you don’t mean any harm, but we keep remembering 
that Hell is paved with good intentions. We like to know what is 
going on, but since you can’t tell us without telling Germany and 
Japan, we'd rather stay in the dark. After all, the trick in war 
as in football is to keep the other side fooled. Giving away the 
signals may cause a lot of unnecessary dying. Please, for our sake 
and your country’s sake, learn to keep your mouths shut,

The subjects appropriately came up, one at a time, and 
in speaking of mass psychology, Carey insisted that base- 
ball has more appeal than football, especially a world’s 
series. 

Jack Baldwin, father of the Orange Bow] idea and now 
head of the schedule committee, cut in on the conversa- 
tion and said he’d like to voice just one thought— 


“A football team plays a world’s series every Sat- 
urday. A team meets another just once a year, and 
it’s a big thing. Of course, it’s true that the series 
rivals, in baseball, are meeting only once a year, too. 
But think of the difference in the number of teams 
involved. All over the country it’s happening in 
football. 

The discussion might have gone on into the night if 
someone hadn’t brought up the breaks that influence wins 
and losses in sports. | 

Carey recalled a very significant break that won a 
world series for his Pittsburgh club against Washington. 
Old Walter Johnson, one of the greatest, was the victim. 


Break Decides Washington, with the great John- 
son in brilliant form, won three 


of the first four games. It looked hopeless—the outlook 
for the Pittsburgh nine that fifth day. But the Buccaneers 
rallied and won three games in a row. 

And it was in the seventh—and deciding game—that a 
break gave the Bucs the big chance to win a world series.

Baptists Vote 


To Back U. S. 
Defense Policy 


Savannah Is Selected as 
Site of Next Year’s 
Convention. 


Approval of a disputed commit- 
tee report calling for indorsement 
of the national defense policy and 
selection of Savannah as the 1942 
meeting place marked the closing 
session of the Georgia Baptist 
convention here yesterday. 

Controversy over the defense 
expression and of a section devot- 
ed to race relationships came to 
speedy conclusion after the social 
service commission stated its 
unanimous decision to stand by its 
original report. 

The convention Wednesday or- 
dered the report back to the com- 
mission when the Rev. J. G. Jack- 
son, of Clayton, and several oth- 
ers objected to what was termed 
“blanket indorsement of the ad- 
ministration’s defense policies.” 

Opposed “War Policy.” 

The Rev. Jackson yesterday dis- 
claimed being a pacifist, but said 
he did not consider it the func- 
tion of the church to support “a 
war policy.” His motion that the 


section devoted to national de- 
fense be stricken entirely from the| 
report was defeated by a voice! 
vote, 

The Rev. John Clark, of Ac- 
worth, and A. T. Persons, of Mc- 
Donough, urged adoption of. Rev. 
Jackson’s motion, while Carlton 
W. Binns, Atlanta lawyer; the 
Rev. W. M. Marshall Jr., of La- 
Grange, former Congressman W. 
D. Upshaw, the Rev. Ryland 
Knight, of Atlanta, and A. B. Dor- 
rough, of Atlanta, opposed. 

A motion by the Rev. Willis E. 
Howard, of LaGrange, that the 
report be received as information 
without a vote was defeated. 

Wording Changed. 

The social service commission 
changed the wording of a section 
devoted to race_ relationships, 
however. The original asked, in 
part, that state educational facili- 
ties and opportunities for Negroes 
be improved “to equal the ad- 
vantages of other racial groups.” 

This was made to read 

“That members of the Negro 
race be given civil, economic and 
educational justice.” 

The report in another section 
urged election of prohibition ad- 
vocates to the next legislature. 

Another convention action sent 
back to the foundation committee 
a report on efforts thus far to 
raise $5,000,000 over a five-year 
period for Baptist schools’ in 
Georgia. 

Asks New Study. 

The motion to recommit asked 
the endowment foundation com- 
mittee, five members at large, 
heads of the five Baptist institu- 
tions, the convention president 
and its secretary and treasurer to 
restudy and revise the report and 
submit it to a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the conven- 
tion meeting here in December. 

Chief discussion centered on the 
suggestion that $12,000 be provid- 
ed for promoting the endowment 
campaign the coming year. 

Schools delegated to benefit 
from the endowment fund are 
Mercer University, Shorter Col- 
lege, Bessie Tift College, Norman 
Park Junior College and Brewton- 
Parker Junior College. 

Approximately $35,000 has been 
raised since the endowment cam- 
paign was formally launched last 
April 19, the report said.
